Excess water and flooding in 
parts of the City of Pahokee will 
be a thing of the past in the not 
too distant future: Citizens on 
Tuesday of this week voted to em- 
power the Hast Beach Water Con- 
trol. District to inaugurate a new 
$300,000.00 drainage program to 
modernize the drainage system. 
The vote was 141 in favor and 8 
aganst. 

Adoption of the new program 
in the Pahokee area kicks off a 
water contro) improvement pro- 
ject that authorizes district direet- 
ors to build new canals and drain- 
age ditches and clean out existing 
ones. 

Approval also authorizes con: 
struction of a new and more pow- 
erful pumping station. 

The project will be financed by 
issuing bonds not in excess of 
$300,000,.in addition to levying 
special assessments.on lands ben- 
éfitted by the improved water con- 
trol measures. 

District directors have indicated 
that taxes will increase from the 
present $8.50 per acre, but no fig- 
ure can be made available. until 
engineers get an estimate on fhe 
whole program. 

The new facilities are expected 
to relieve heavy flooding condi- 
tions which occur here during pe- 
riods of prolonged rain,

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Florida Economy 
Gained 
First Half Of 1960 


Florida's basic economy gained 
Strength during the first half of 
this year although some business 
indicators still remain at lowered 
levels, the Florida State Chamber 
of Commerce stated yesterday. 

“On the good side was a slight 
impgg@gement in non-farm employ- 
ment. June's index (a measure of 
the employment level) stood at 207 
compared with 204 in January. For 
the first monthly gain since No- 
vember 1960, June's employmeat 
total pushed ahead of last year, 
though the gain was fractional. 


“Three leading employment 
centers, Escambia, Orange and 
Polk counties, have chalked up 
‘gains in employment each montn 
during the first half of this year. 
Duval fell below only one month. 
‘Other large counties for which re- 
Ports are available did not fare so 
well and three centers ran below 
1960 during each of ‘the first six 
months this year. 

“There are other bright spots. 
Cash income received (through 
May) by the state’s farmers and 
ranchers was 17 per cent over 1960 
and 5 per cent over the peak year 
1959. 

“In addition, wages in manufac- 
turing plants have bettered this 
year over 1960; savings in finan- 
cial institutions are considerably 
above last year; non-farm mort- 


gages volume shows improvement 
and business incorporations have 
turned upward again. Gains in gas- 
oline sales, though not so strong 
as previously, were up 2 per cent 
through June this year. 

“The other side of the coin 
shows Floridians following the na- 
tional trend in tightening up on 
spending. Measured by sales tax 
receipts, business in only one 
month this year equaled 1960 and 
the six month take on business in 
January through June was 3.3 per 
cent below 1960. Even then, this 
was a little better than a 4.4 per 
cent drop during the first three 
| months this year. 
| “Bank debits, which have had a 
long history of large over-the year 
| gains in Florida, barely nosed out 
1960 durin gthe first ~ months 
this year. Three monthly drops 
were registered, 

“Currently the condition of Flor- 
ida's economy stands up welll when 
viewed against most other states. 
But the long-term Florida needs 
are multiplying with the state's 
population gaining at a faster rate 
than income,” the trade body con- 
cluded.
